GW prepared for adverse weather 

University hopes rain wiii not ruin pomp and circumstance

After last year’s rained-out 
Commencement debacle, GW has 
developed “one of the most compre- 
hensive back-up plans in the 
world” to ensure graduates leave 
satisfied, said Mike Freedman, 
director of public relations. 

“Everybody felt bad (about last 
year),” Freedman said. Surveys 
were sent to students, faculty and 
other universities with similar 
urban settings and outdoor com- 
mencements. 

The surveys illustrated a 
“strong feeling that people want a 
unified ceremony on The Ellipse” 
and that GW was “not alone” in 
Backing a comprehensive back-up 
plan, Freedman added. 

For the 175th anniversary 
Commencement, GW has an “alter- 
native site-emergency plan devel- 
oped as a way to insure that grads 
land members of their families 
would be able to experience 
Commencement if forced to evacu- 
ate The Ellipse,” said Chris 
Speron, director of the Office of the 
175th Anniversary. 


People are encouraged to bring 
umbrellas in the event of rain. 
However, if a “more serious situa- 
tion” arises, the ceremony will 
move to the Smith Center. Grads 
will be bussed there, and each 
graduate will receive two tickets 
for guests to watch a live broadcast 
of Commencement at various cam- 
pus sites or in Constitution Hall, 


Freedman said. 

Additionally, the ceremony will 
be broadcast on UDC cable channel 
19 throughout the District. 

Freedman said The Ellipse is a 
luxury in its limitless accommoda- 
tions. 25,000 people are expected to 
attend The Ellipse service, though 
not all these people will have guest

Law, medical graduates 
walk in unified ceremony

GW law and medical school 
students will join the University’s 
other graduates for the cere- 
monies on The Ellipse May 19 for 
the first time in school history, in 
honor of GW’s 175th anniversaiy. 

The GW Law School and the 
School of Medicine and Health 
Sciences usually sponsor their 
own graduation at the end of May, 
and the other University schools 


usually graduate after the first 
week of May. 

The latter graduation date was 
pushed back a week to help accom- 
modate the longer semesters of 
the law and medical centers, 
which in turn moved their 
Commencement up a week. 

“We wanted a truly unified 
Commencement,” said Director of 
Public Affairs Mike Freedman. 
“We thought it would be appropri- 
ate and very special to have all our

GW opts for multiple 
speakers once again

For the second year in a row, 
GW graduates will hear words of 
wisdom from not one, but multiple 
speakers. This year, the University 
will bestow honorary degrees on 
eight leaders in fields ranging from 
politics to art. 

Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court William Rehnquist, geneti- 
cist Francis S. Collins, Children’s 
Defense Fund founder Marian 
Wright Edelman, pop artist Roy 
Lichtenstein, Nobel Prize-winning 
economist Wassily Leontief, liter- 
ary critic Helen Vendler and 
National Urban League President 
Hugh B. Price will each receive 
degrees. 

The University will also bestow 
an honorary degree posthumously 
on slain Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. Rabin’s son Yuval 
will accept that degree. 

Each degree recipient will have 
about three minutes to offer a short 
address to the graduating class of 
1996. 

“This special day will be 
enhanced by our distinguished 
honorary degree recipients, each of 
whom has made extraordinary con- 
tributions to our world,” GW 
President Stephen Joel 


Trachtenberg said. 

Rehnquist, who has been Chief 
Justice of the highest U.S. court 
since 1986, was appointed to the 
Supreme Court in 1971 by 
President Richard Nixon. Before 
that, the Stanford-educated 
Rehnquist served as Nixon’s assis- 
tant attorney general. He will 
receive a Doctor of Law degree. 

Rabin, who was assassinated at 
a Tel Aviv peace rally last 
November, served as Israel’s prime 
minister from July 1992 until his 
death. During his term, he worked 
to advance the Arab-Israeli peace 
process, signing treaties with 
Jordan and Palestine. Rabin’s son 
will accept his Doctor of Public 
Service degree. 

Collins is the director of the 
Human Genome Project, an ambi- 
tious 15-year plan to map and 
sequence every piece of human 
DNA by the year 2005. He also 
helped identify the genes for such 
hereditary ailments as cystic fibro- 
sis and Huntington’s disease. He 
will receive a Doctor of Science 
degree. 

Edelman was the first black 
woman admitted to the Mississippi 
state bar, where she directed the 
NAACP Legal Defense and

Across the nation, distinguished 
speakers from President Clinton to 
Kermit the Frog are addressing 
groups of graduates. 

GW will welcome eight speakers 
this year, after a complicated year- 
long selection process that rivals 
the National Football League draft 
in intricacy. 


“Throughout the year, we receive 
nominations from aU parts of the 
University community — students, 
alumni, faculty people in the D.C. 
area and people across the country,” 
University Marshal Jill Kasle 
explained. 

The nominations are submitted 
to the Committee on Honors and 
Academic Convocations of the 
Faculty Senate, which is chaired by 
GW English professor Ormond 


Seavey. It is primarily made up of 
faculty, with a student representa- 
tive and administrators. This year, 
the University accumulated a list of 
nominations 10 pages long. 

Kasle said the Faculty Senate 
conamittee looks over the list and 
cuts it down. This short list of 15 to 
25 names is then submitted to GW 
President Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg. 

Trachtenberg presents the list to
